There has not been 
at any time any symptom of blood-poisoning 
in the President’s case, and there is noreason 
to apprehend it now. The Doctor concluded 
by saying that the President was three days 
better than he was last Friday.

10 O'CLOCK AT NIGHT. 

The incredse in the fever and slight in- 
crease in the unfavorable conditions of the 
President’s condition to-night have caused 
some general uneasiness, but the physicians 

say that the anxiety fs not jastified, and 
the fact that tnere has been no chill is en- 
couraging. The increase in febrile condi- 
tions was to be expected. The situation to- 
night can probably be described in the inter- 
views with Dr. Reyburn and Dr. Bliss, which 
follow: “My views,” said Dr.  Rey- 
burn, as he left the White 
at 9 o’clock te-night, 
they were this afternoon.” This afternoon, at 
sundown, Dr. Reyburn had said: “The. 
President is doing very well, as well as we 
could expect. He had no fever at noon. 
Since then there has been a slight rise of 
pulse and temperature, but nothing to excite 


alarm.” } 
Has he taken much nourishment to-day, 


and does he appear to have an appetite for 
food? 

“Yes, he has had a fair quantity of beef 
tea and milk, but 

NO SOLID FOOD. 
We have been willing to give him some solid 
food, such as we thought he could take with 
impunity. But he seems afraid of his 
stomach, and prefers: to confine himself to 
liquid nourishment. We give him his own 
way in regard to this.” 

Can his strength be maintained on liquid 
nourishment alone? 

“Oh, yes. You see. as he is resting per- 
fectly quiet and makes no physical or mental 
exertion, there is very little wasting ot the 
tissues.” 

“Has the President lost much strength 


-+ during the last three days, Doctor?“ 


“No: 1 donot think he has. He appears 
to be about as strong now as he was last 
Wednesday or Thursday.” 

Does he suffer much pain now? 

“VERY LITTLE. 
The pain has nearly disappeared from his 
feet and legs, and he is quite comfortable, so 
far as that is concérned.” 

There is considerable public uneasiness 
on account of danger from malaria, especial- 
ly since several of the elerks and attendants. 
here were thus attacked. Have any symp- 
toms of malaria appeared in the President's 
case?“ 

“ None whatever. We are guarding against 
that danger as well as we can by the free and 
regular administration of quinine. I think 
we shall be able to avert any danger from 
that source.“ 

“Doctor, do you think it probable ' 

OTHER PUS CAVITIES 
will form along the track of the wound?“ 

“ Not probable, but possible. That is one 
of the possibilities In every such case of gun- 
shot wound. It is a possibility which we 
have clearly recognized from the first. ‘The 
President’s wound is a severe and danger- 
ous one. The bullet is lodged in his abdo- 
men, and we, of course, cannot foresee évery 
complication which may arise. But we have 
every reason to feel satisfied with his pres- 
ent condition and symptoms. It would be 
simply absurd to say that other pus cavities 
would probably form.

WHERE THE RALL Is * 

“Wecannot say, but we believe, from the 
fact tifat the wound has discharged fibres of 
clothing, that the process of suppuration 
is going along satisfactorily through 
the whole track of the wound. Of 
course, it is possible that those fibres 
may have been lodged along the track of the 
wound, instead of at the end of it.” 

„Do vou believe that an operation should 
be performed to remove the ball?“ 

„Well, Leannot say about that. We must 
first determine, at all events, precisely where 
the bullet is. 

Does the increase of temperature, pulse, 
and respiration to-night indicate the possible 
formation of other pus cavities ?” 

„No, it does not. It is an increase which 
causes absolutely no anxiety. The President 
Has had no rigors, and has passed, for one 
so sick, an extremely comfortable day. 
I doubt very much whether he felt 
véry different while the increased fever was 
on from what he has felt the entire day. 
There was no pinching of the features show- 
ing discomfort, and the President went to 
sleep quietly atter the examination. We 
should be able to tell at once if another pus 
cavity was forming.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 25.—The reassur- 
ing character of the official bulletin this 
morning proved a solace to many anxious 
hearts, and business in the Deparfinents and 
streets of the Capital resumed its wonted 
state. The improvement that followed the 
surgical operation continued steadily during 
the night. The President slept as well as 
before the relapse, and at one time did not 
waken for an hour anda quarter.

LESS ANXIETY. 

The feeling of anxiety which prevailed 
yesterday at the White House and through- 
out the city had disappeared this morning. 
There is no better barometer to indicate the 
President's condition than the ways of those 
about the White House and the general air 
that the place wears. By them the eye can 
tellat once whether things are favorable or 
unfavorable, without asking a question. This 
morning everybody was bright and cheerful, 
—the reflex from the sick-room and the opin- 
ion of the doctors. Nobody was gloomy, 
nobody wore the anxious look of yesterday. 
The happy change had its effect in that there 
was very little inquiry as to the President's 
condition, and once more the doctors came 
from the sick-room without being seized on 
by thirty or more people who have been wait- 
ing for just such an opportunity to hear 
from the sick-bed. 

DRS. REYBURN AND BLISS _ 
were with the President all last night. They 
took little naps, as the President slept 
soundly. Dr. Bliss said this morning, as he 
came outof the sick room, that everything 
began to look bright again. When asked 
about the appearance of the wound when 
dressed this morning, he said that there haa 
been a good discharge, what he called an 
unusual discharge, of pus. The flow had 
not been as great as before the pus cavity 
was formed. ‘The matter collected for twen- 
ty-four hours was then drawn off, the only 
discharge in the meantime being a small con- 
tinuous flow. Ine discharge this morning, 
Dr. Bliss said, though not large, was satis- 
factory and healthy. The President passed a 
very good night, getting a good deal of sleep 
after 12 o’cluck, and resting comfortably be-

fore that hour. There was a little fever, but 
it was not marked. As compared with that 
of the night before, it was as a quiet rest is 
to a night of pain and tossing. 

THE WOUND. 

When the cotton was removed from the 
mouth ofsthe wound this morning it was 
tound to be saturated with pus, showing the 
continuous discharge that was so satisfac- 
tory before the formation of the pus cavity. 

THE PRESIDENT’S DIET. 

The President is now taking lime water 
and milk with beef juice over toast at regu- 
ar intervals. 

DR. REYBURN 
came out Of the White House this morning 
looking well satistied. He said: ** The Pres- 
ident is doing admirably; he had a very good 
night; everything is just as satisfactory as 
could be expected.“ 

DR. HAMILTON 
was at the dressing of the wound this morn- 
ing, before the bulletin was issued. He said 
that the President’s condition was satisfac- 
tory. He will leave. to-night. 

ON DUTY. 

Dr. Agnew will return. Either Dr. Agnew 
or Dr. Hamilton will be with the President 
from now on until the indications are such 
as to show there is no necessity for their 
presence. Dr. Bliss said at 12 o’clock that 
everything shows that danger from stoppage 
of flow of pus had passed, and,the President 
is doing about as well as before the relapse 
occurred. 

BLOOD-POISONING NOT FEARED. 

While waiting for the apvearance of the 
other surgeons this morning, Dr. Bliss said: 
“Pyemia has not shown itself, and, in my 
opinion, never will. The occurrence of the 
chill and other symptoms attendant upon 
creation of the abscess, being very nearly 
like those which would indicate the 
beginning of blood-poisoning, excited the 
fears of some that the latter had oc- 
curred. I never thought so, although I 
knew it was possible. There were none of 
the conditions favorable to blood-poisoning. 
The patient’s system was a healthy one to 
begin with, and has never become danger- 
ously reduced. He has taken and. has as- 
similated nourishment enough to prevent 
Ilis surroundings as to ventilation and 
temperature are, of course, the best possible. 
and his treatment has been the reverse of ir- 
ritating. I have not dreaded pyemiaasa 
probable danger to be met, but have, never- 
theless, kept it in mind to be guarded 
against. The formation of a pus cavity, such 
as has been punctured, was not surprising. 
There would be no reason for surprise if 
another should form. Of course the Presi- 
dent isa very sick man, and not out of dan- 
ger, but I am sure he is in the right track 
again.“ 

CONKLING’S CALL. 

At a quarter-past 1 o' clock this afternoon, 
ex-Senator Conkling, accompanied by Sen- 
ator Jones, of Nevada, called at the White 
House. Mr. Conkling was looking in his 
usual health, but appears to be a little grayer 
than he was when the. Senate adjourned. 
The two visitors were shown into the Cabi 
net-room. The President's private secretary 
was the only person in the room. Dr. Bliss 
was sent for. To him Mr, 
said that the recent unfavorable turn 
in the President's case had been 
a source of anxiety to him. and he called in 
person to-day to make inquiries. Upon be- 
ing informed that the President's symptoms 
this afternoon were all of a most encuurag- 
ing character, he expressed gratification, and 
asked Dr. Bliss to convey to Mrs. Garfield 
his sincere sympathy and good wishes. 
The fact that ex-Senator Conkling bad 
called was conveyed to the President. The 
visit was of short duration. Coming out of 
the White House, ex-Senator Conkling said:

How it 
could afford such relief not even Dr. Hamil- 
ton could tell. The other arrival was a small 
box of “alleged crackers.” ‘They were to 
“satisfy the appetite and at the same time 
impart much strength.” They looked and 
tasted like half-cooked biscuits which had 
been allowed to harden. 
THE PRESIDENT HAS GOT THROUGH TO-DAY 

ADMIRABLY, 

and everybody feels greatly encouraged 
about him to-night. He has rested well all 
day, and the beveficial effects of yesterday’s 
operation are plainly visible. To-night’s 
bulletins showed fever, and this caused a feel- 
ing of uneasiness outside, but the surgeons 
anticipated arise of the fever, and that it 
really had not gone as high as they expected.

“No, not enough to do any harm. As 
I’ve told you, we kept the pus sat very well

JUSTICE NATHAN CLIFFORD.

PORTLAND, Me., July 25.—Justice Nathan Clif- 
ford, of the United States Supreme Court, dicd 
ut Cornish at 9 o’ciock this morning. He was 
born in Rumney, Grafton County, N. H., Aug. 
18, 1808. He was educated at Haverhill Academy 
and atthe Hampton Literary institution. He 
studied law, and, after being admitted to the 
Bar in 1827, removed to Maine. He was elected 
to the Legisiature of that State from York 
County in 1830, and was re@lected in 1831, 18%, 
and 1833. He held the position of Speaker in 188 
and in 1833. In 1834 he became Attorney-General 
of the State,—an office which he held four years. 
He was elected to Congress from one of the 
Maiue districts in 1839, and was re@lecied in 1841. 
In 1846 he was appointed Aitorney-General by 
President Polk, ana in March of the foilowing 
year was appointed Commissioner to Mexieo, 
and, after the close of the Mexican War, was ap- 
puinted Minister to that couatry. Oa bis return 
he took up his residence at Portland, Me., and 
devoted himacif to the practice of law. lo 1858 
‘he was appvinted Associate Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court.

When such a newspaper as the Washing- 
ton National Republican, published at the 
Mecca of all officeseekers, and edited by 
Gorham in fhe interest of such men as 
Brady, Dorsey, and Kilbourne, is constrained 
to recognize the necessity for a reform in the 
Civil Service, the direction and force of pub- 
lic opinion on this subject are very manifest.

Thus, in 
a recent article purporting to outline the 
“tme” method for reforming the Civil 
Service, the clique of spoilsmen professing 
repentance merely suggest a scheme for pro- 
tecting the President from the importunities 
of the place-hunters and the possible assaults 
by the more desperate ones like Guiteau. 
They propose that the President shall ex- 
clude himself from all visitors except 


. during twenty minutes of each day, when 


he shall hold a reception for the general pub- 
lic, at which applications for office would be 
impracticable. During the remainder of the 
day they would have him approachable only 
by the heads of Departments, Generals of 
the army, Admirals of the navy, Senators 
and Representatives in Congress, Judges of 
the United States Courts, Governors and Sec- 
retaries of States and Territories, foreign 
Ministers, District Commissioners, and As- 
sistant Secretaries of the various Cabinet of- 
ficers. It is provosed that there shall be an 
Executive Clerk at the White House who 
shall receive all other visitors, and refer all 
applications for place to the heads of Depart- 
ments, who shall have the discretion of ac- 


cepting or rejecting them, subject to an ap- 


peal to the President in writmg. 

Nothing more unrepublican in its nature 
could be suggested than to shut off the Presi- 
dent from contact with the people, and hedge 
him about with diffieult approuches and body 
guards as if he were a Czar in constant dread 
of Nihilistie bombs. Besides, such a plan 
would not be a reform,but rather a formal rec- 


ognition of the prevailing spolis system. The 


whole Nation would be treated as an army of 
officeseekers, and the business of removing 
and appointing by various deputies, subject 
te manifold influences and intrigues, would 
grow instead of diminishing. The funda- 
mental idea of Civil-Service reform is perma- 
nency, and this is the very quality which the 
spollsmen are constantly combat ng. The 
way to close the avenues to the place-hunt- 
ers Is to organize the public service on a 
| business basis, and to enable the Presi- 


dent, and those who are now regard- 


ed as the dispensers of. patronage, 
to laugh at people who make them- 
seives ridiculous by soliciting positions 
in the working departments of the Govern- 
ment on the score of party service and polit- 
ical indorsements. Rotation in office should 
cease to be the rule. The Civil Service should 
be regulated like any great enterprise of a 
business character in which changes are 
made only in the natural order,—by death, 
voluntary retirement, disability, promotion, 
and dismissal for cause. 

There are three elements in a scientific 
Civil Service which are indispensable to an 
enduring reform. They are for all subor- 
dinate offices: 

1. Appointment on merit, to be chiefly de- 
termined by competitive examination. 

2 Tenure of office during good behavior 
and efficient service. 

3. Promotion in line, according to ability, 
worth, experience, and extent of service. 

It is practicabie to apply all these elements 
of reform to the Government service by acts 
of Congress and without resorting to 
any constitutional amendment and with- 
out intringing upon the President's 
appointing power. The  first—appoint- 
ment on. merit—will lead" gradually to 
special preparation for place in the 
Civil Serviee. The early training of a portion 
of the American youth will be directed to 
that end in the same way that young men are 
now drilled to pursue the profession of law, 
medicine, journalism, civil engineering, rail- 
roading, merchandising, and manufact uring. 
The second—tenure of office during good be- 
havior—will. furnish an assurance that 
changes in party will not affect the vested 
rights of employés who earn a claim upon 
the Government by honest, efficient, faithful 
service. The third—promotion in line—will 
encourage the best efforts and develop the 
best talent in the service. All three will co- 
operate to increase the efficiency of the great 
corps of employés necessary to do the ad- 
ministrative and clerical Government busi- 
ness, and to eliminate the most dangerous 
phase of American politics which the terrific

The first impulse of all persons who are 
humanely inelined will be to devoutly thank 
God that there are civil courts in existence, 
and that it is not left to committees like that 
appointed by Bishop Potter to decide upon 
the guilt of criminals. Christian charity is 
a very commendable thing, but when it con- 
dones the ‘offenses of ‘such a culprit as Cow- 
ley itis matter for profound gratitude that 
its jurisdiction Is restricted. Meanwhile it is 
to be hoped that the Episcopal Chureh will 
not allow this Penitentiary convict whose 
term has expired to sesume his old business. 
If he is to be allowed to contiuue his clerical 
functions that may be right, as he 
cannot starve or maltreat the lambs 
in the fold, but the lambs should no 
longer be committed to his charge. 
He may be sound upofi'all the dogmas of the 
church, and prompt and industrigus in the 
exercise of its parochial duties, and eloquent 
These do not 
involve measly food, cruel neglect, and 
medical indifference, but in the plain doc- 
trines of ordinary humanity he has shown 
himself so inefficient and heartless that in 
cas of his restoration to the care of helpless 
little children it would behoove Bishop Pot- 
ter to advertise the fact by a general pro- 
nunclamento, at the same time giving his 
personal guarantee that there shall be plenty 
of healthy food in the new fold. This 
graduate from the Penitentiary will not be 
trusted under any other circumstances by 
people who have the strange idea that chil- 
dren when hungry need food, and when sick 
need curing. It may not be any one’s busi- 
ness that he is not deemed amenable to 
church discipline, but it is a eheerful 
thought that the civil courts can take cog- 
nizance of such crimes against humanity, 
and that they had the opportunity to exer- 
cise their jurisdiction in the case of the so- 
called Reverend Edward Cowley.

The Episcopal Committee reverses the 
verdict of the Court. which bad all the evidence 
before it, and finds that he Rev. Edward Lee 
did the best he could with bis ill-fed lam 
We desire to speak of this matter with all 
proper civility and moderation. It is true that 
the Church has general public reiamdéns which 
render it somewhat amenable to the public juag- 
ment.. But, at the same time, it is and ought to 
be the sule judge of the fitness of its servants 
for the duties which it assigns to them. When 
they chance to be in the Penitentiary their la- 
are necessarily suspended, but when the 
prisoner is liberated from the grasp of the civil 
age it is fur the Church to say whether he shall 
continued in the exercise of clerical func- 
tions. Rev. Mr. Cowley, it appears, is to 
be so continued, and we da not complain of the 
leniency with which he is treated, simply because 
we 28 right to complain. If he were to be 
made a Bishop to-morrow, his elevation would 
be the buisness of those who elected him, ana 
not ours.

The previous question in parliamentary 
procedure is an American institution. It is 
one of the most useful legislative appliances 
which constitutional government has ever 
adopted. It has been assimilated by the new 
Republic of France: but the British Parlia- 
ment, bound down to tradition by obstinacy 
und obtuseness, has steadfastiy refused to 
employ this lubricator for legislative ma- 
chinery. The embarrassments incident to

the absence of the previous question” in 


the British Parliament were never more ap- 
parent than at the present time. The Brit- 
ish journats are criticising both parties for 
the neglect of needed legislation, but not 
one of them suggests the adoption of the 
only method whereby stubborn obstruction 
can be avoided. 

The present English Parijament has de- 
voted its entire session to the consideration 


first three months of the session were con- 
sumed in a debate over the Irish Coercion 
bill, which authorizes the arrest of “ sus- 
pected” persons, and commits “agitators” 
to prison for eighteen months without trial 
and without bail. This act was intended to 
be preliminary to some comprebensive re-

The practice of the British Parliament has 
excluded from consideration at the present 
session many measures of urgent necessity. 
The English Land bill is a matter of almost 
as mach importance to Great Britain as the 
Irish Land bill to Ireland, and effects the 
prosperity of the United Kingdom more, 
though it touches the peace and order of the 
nation less, than the Irish Land bill. It has 
had no hearing, and there is no chance for it 
in the present Parliament. What is known 
as the County-Reform bill” embraces im- 
portant electoral reforms, but it cannot be 
reached. Among other measures which are 
shut out are a criminal code, which has been 
drafted more than two years, and is sadly 
needed; changes in the Patent laws de- 
manded for the protection of Engiish invent- 
ors; the Corrupt-Practices bill, which is 
directed against the bribery so common in 
English elections; the Parliamentary-Oaths 
bill, which is designed to admit men 
like Bradlaugh into Parliament who are 
not willing to take the ironclad religious 
oath now required; amendments to the

opportunity. It is amazing that the English 
people tolerate so flagrant an abuse of legis- 
lative privileges. Experience with the use 
and advantages of the previous question 
in this country ought to have satisfied En- 
/glish statesmen long ago that it contains no 
menace to free institutions. The United 
States is certainly as free a country as En- 
gland. We have never yet been compelled 
to resort to martial law in time of peace, 
which is the present state of things in En- 
gland. Yet the “previous question” is the 
rule of procedure in the popular branch of 
the American Congress, in both Houses of 
most of the State Legislatures, in all our po- 
litieal conventions, in the Common Councils 
and local Boards all over the country, and ip 
nearly every gathering of a political, social, 
business, or religious character. The United 
States Senate is the only exception, and 
there is no doubt that the rule will be speedily 
adopted there if there shall ever be danger of 
its becoming an obstructive body. ‘The 
“ previous question “ does not cut off debate 
immaturely, but it defeats obstruction. It is 
an indispensable facility to legislation in all 
cases where a majority rules. 


BRITISH “FAIR TRADE” VS. “FREE 
TRADE.” 

There is a movement in England based 
upon what its promoters call “fair trade” 
which looks to a modification of the free 
trade which has been maintained so many 
years. The universal policy of Great Britain 
has been to raise its revenues by heavv excises 
on liquor,by direct taxation, and by duties on 
some half dozen luxuries, mainly alcoholic 
spirits and tobacco, The fair-trade”’ move- 
ment proposes to change this policy so as to 
levy duties of a retaliatory character upon 
the products of all countries which impose 
duties upon articles of English export. 

It is not probable that this movement will 
make any decided headway in England. The 
English are a forehanded people. The com- 
mercial interest has a much greater influence 
over legislation than any political or sentt- 
*meutal consideration. It would not pay for 
England to adopt the policy of a retaliatory 
tariff, and hence the unlikelibood of such an 
event. 

Let us take as an instance the relations of 
England and America. The United States 
maintains a high tariff, which, perhaps, 
shuts out a large line of English manufact- 
ure that would be sold in this country under 
commercial reciprocity. But how will En- 
gland help her manufacturers by imposing a 
tariff on American commodities? An En- 
glish tariff would not affect American 
manufactured goods, as we export little or 
none to Great Britain. And that would not 
satisfy the retaliatory spirit which seems to 
be the basis of the movement, for so long as 
the United States sustains its present ultra 
tariff system, American high-price manu- 
factures are not likely to compete with En- 
glish low-price goodsin English markets. 
But if England undertakes to levy du- 
ties on American food products and 
the cheap raw material supplied to 
her manufacturers from this country, 
she will simply discriminate ,against her 
own people. England cannot supply out of 
her own resources half the food which her 
people require nor the raw material used in 
her manufactures. To place a tax upon 
these articles will at once increase the cost 
of tiving, the rate of wages, and the cost of 
manufacture. An addition of only 10 per 
cent to these items of cost, whether by means 
_of a retaliatory tarfff or any other agency, 
might result in shutting out English goods 
to the amount of tens of millions from mar- 
kets where her people now enjoy undispyted 
supremacy, as other nations could then un- 
dersell her commodities. 

But the loss of foreign markets for her 
surplus manufactures is not the only risk 
which England weuld incur through a pol- 
icy of retaliatory tariff. England enjoys a 
practical monopoly of the ocean carrying- 
trade of the world. London and Liverpool 
are the world’s clearing-houses in com- 
merce, and her flag is borne on a 
thousand ocean steamers. The surplus 
products of America go there on En- 
giish ships for distribution throughout 
all Europe, Africa, and the Indias. So the 
exports of other countries are carried in 
English vessels, and exchanged through the 
agency of English merchants and bankers. 
Anything in the nature of a general tariff, 
which would necessarily result from retalia- 


tory measures against the various countries 
which impose duties om English goods, 


would enhance the cost of British manu- 
of a single subject,—the Irish troubles. The

It this agitation in England for “ fair 
trade” is simply Intended to get up a scare 
in France to}revent the rise in the French 
tariff it may succeed: Dut if its purpose is 
also to alarm this country with the threat of 
a reduced foreign market for our food prod- 
ucts unless we reduce our tariffs, it will 
hardly have that effect. England has always 
exhibited a great anxiety to have the United 
States join it in au absolute policy of free 
trade, but it is by no means certain 
that England would be the gainer from 
such a change under the existing condition 
of things. If the American tariff were abol- 
ished the Americans would at once become 
formidable competitors with English manu- 
facturers in the markets of the world, and 
would begin to share the profits of the carry- 
ing trade. For a short time, England would 
pour her goods in upon America without re- 
straint and find a ready market tor them. It 
would not be long, however, before the prices 
of American goods would go down to the 
English level. Then wages in this country 
would take the same course, with the advan- 
tages of more abundant and cheaper tood. 
The American manufacturers on a compet- 
ing basis would have cheaper cotton, cheaper 
wool, cheaper leather, cheaper wood, cheaper 
iron, cheaper coal, and cheaper raw material 
of nearly all kinds than the English. And 
the time has come when money is as plenty 
and as cheap in ‘America as in En- 
gland. Upon such terms England would 
have a rival in the free and open 
field of commerce Which she does not now 


sess itself of the foreign gnarkets England 
now controls instead of furnishing a new 
demand for English goods. On the whole, 
England will be apt to abide by her present 
free-trade policy, and not to tamper with the 
Aweric&n tariff system. which exciudes the 
Yankees from competing with her abroad.

Inthousands of hearts in 
America there would be on that day pro- 
found grief at his death, and grateful recol- 
lections of the kindly weleome he extended 
to the multitude who came to see 
the giories of the Motherland.

INFERNAL MACHINES. 
Zo the Western Associated Press. 

LIVERPOOL, July 2%.—A barrel purporting 
to contain cement, brought by the steamer 
Malta from America, was opened a few days 
ago by the customs Officials, and six zinc 
boxes were found containing the clock-work 
of infernal machines prepared with dyna- 

‘mite. A few days afterward six more of the 
machines were found on board the Bavaria. 

The Liverpool correspondent of the Tele- 
graph says: The police believe the story 
about the discovery of infernal machines in 
barrels, purporting to contain cement from 
America, is a hoax.” a 

Another correspondent says the informa- 
tion about clock-work dynamite infernal ma- 
chines received by steamers from America is 
correct, but the authorities are reticent. 

In the House of Commons to-day, Sir Will- 
iam V. Harcourt, Home Secretary, in reply 
to Viscount Sandon, said the report of the 
discovery of infernal machines at Liverpool 
was substantially correct. He said the 
Liome Office, on the arrival of the ves- 
sels referrea to in the report, had 
sent two detectives to Liverpool, and that six 
machines were discovered in one vessel and 
four in the other. The Home Secretary fur- 
ther stated that more than three weeks ago 
the Government was informed of consign- 
ments from America to England of infernal 
machines, the names of vessels being given. 
Investigations to discover the originators of 
the conspiracy, he said, are proceeding here 
and in America. He believed the conspira- 
ters were connected with the avowed proj- 
ects of the Fenian press in America, He 
concluded as follows: It is my firm belief 
that the American Government is as desirous 
as the English Government to suppress such 


crimes.” | 
SIR WILLIAM HARCOURT

cartridges, each of which was charged with

PEASANT AND PEER. 
CHANCES OF THE LAND BILL LN THE HOUSE 
| OF LORDS, 
By cable to New York Herald. 

Loxppx, July B. — The passage of the 
Land bill through the committee stage this 
morning at hali-past 1 o’clock was greeted 
With enthusiastic cheers by supporters of 
the Government and a general feeling of re- 
lief. During its progress through commit- 
tee the bill was amended in important par- 
ticulars, to suit the demands of Irish mem- 
bers, and if it is passed in anything like its 
present shape by the Lords it will confer 
enormous benefits on the agricultural classes 
in Ireland. Though not so revolutionary as 
was demanded by extreme Land-Leaguers, it 
is as radical a measure as would have any 
chance of serious consideration by peers. 
Even extreme members of the Iris party 
privately admit that it is a great 
measure of reform, pregnant with happi- 
ness and prosperity for the ae ag isle. 
Under the search criticism of Com- 
mous its scope has n widened consider- 
ably and some of its greatest blots removed. 
A provision has been made in the amended 
bill to protect tenants who are victims of 
three bad harvests from eviction on account 
of arrears. Power has been conferred on 
the Commission to break the unjust 
leases forced on tenants since 1870, and thus 
defeat the operauon of the Land act of that 
year.

portunities for office, and the increased de- 
mands of the Executive Department since the 
attempt on the itfe of the President, he is pre- 
paring some very vigorous dispatches for the 
benefit of outsiders on our future foreign policy. 
When announced they will give European 
powers, at least, a better idea of how we pro- 
pose to deal with the question affecting in- 
terests on this continent than they ever pos- 
sessed before. 

Of course, the French project for a canal 
across the Isthmus of Panama will come in for 
a large share of consideration, so that, whatcver 
may be the result of the foreign conference on 
this question, with a view of making this com- 
mercial highway neutral property, the policy 
luid down by Secretary Blaine will give them a 
more radical interpretation of the Monroe doc- 
trine than they ever had before. 

The whole South American question will be 
considered, not in an aggressive spirit, but 
in favor of maintaining each separate nation- 
ality within the limits of its legitimate bound- 
ary. In other words, the new American policy 
will pledge itself to the maintenance of things 
just as they are at present, and if any changes 
uro likely to be deemed necessary, this Govern- 
ment proposes to dictate their character. If 
there is any absorbing to be done, the Unite 
States promises to be on hand, and what they 
cau’t manage themselves outsiders need not 
trouble themselves about. The time has arrived 
when a policy of this kind can no longer be de- 
layed. It isnot only demanded by the plain 
teachings of our Manifest Destiny“ in a po- 
litical sense, but by the growing necessities of 
our commerce, which, if not soon wrested from 
foreign control, will reduce us to what we are 
virtually at present—the weakest maritime 
power in the world. Secretary Blaine realizes 
this perhaps as keenly and as comprehensively 
as any public man in the country, and it will be 
no fauitof his if it is not remedied during his 
administration of our foreign affairs.

Washinaton Correspondence New York Sun. 

A few days after the attempted assasination 
of President Garfield it was announced that 
there bad been committed to thé St. Elizabeth 
Asylum for the Insane a man who had tbreat- 
ened to assasinate Rutherford B. Hayes. It was 
suid that but for the discovery of this man’s 
purposes he would undoubtedly have accom- 
plished his objéct on the day that Hayes was in- 
augurated. There have been rumors of that 
sort in Washington ever since the inauguration 
of Mr. Hayes, but they were unsubstantiated, 
and not generally credited. It bas been learned, 
however, that the announcement was true, and 
that ex-District-Attorney Joseph E. Hayden 
was in possession of all the facts. When 
asked to make a statement concerning 
it, Mr. ayden at first declined, saying 
that it h been kept. very quiet at the 
desire of Mr. Hayes, and that after four years, 
and in view possibly of the present excitement, 
itmight be well to say nothing about it. Mr.

A LARGE delegation of State street property- 
owners waited upon the Mavor yesterday moru- 
ing to complain of the present condition of that 
thorougbfare between Polk and * —. 
streets. Aid. Sanders. headed the delegation. 
The facts have already been givenin detail by 
Tur TRIBUNE, and the delewation rehearsed the 
whole matter to Mayor Harrison, who promised 
to do all he could to expedite matters. 


OnE of the reasons why there is so much delay 
and digging up on State street is because the 
new cuble-arcbes were laid in a ditch but two 
feet above the eight-inch water-main in the 
centre of the street. Hud this been left, the, 
reverberations of running cars might have 
caused a break, which would have uudermined 
the tracks and caused much damage. Tue 
mains are being removed to the west side of the 
Street, and hence a vast amount of digging up is 
made necessary. 


A PLATtTof mammoth proportions,—twenty-five 
feet to the inch,—of the line of Union street, 
from West Madison to West Twelfth street, is 
being gotten up by the Map Department. The 
Coune:t bas passed an ordinance for the opening 
of Union street between the streets mentioned, 
aud the plat will be lithographed for use in the 
courts. The street is to be sixty-six feet wide, 
and will cut through the public school on Polk 
street, and through St. Patrick's Female College 
on West Adams street. Thkeroltl of assessments 
for damages und benefits is now being prepared. 


COMMISSIONER WALLER is up in arms. It 
seems that some of the contractors for strect 
improvements have alowed rotten wood and 
street sweepings to be dumped for filling, and, 
in one instance, a fellow was caught dumping a 
load of reoftivg-paper for street tilling. The In- 
spectors claim that this stuff is dumped over 
night. For these irregularities, somebody is 
liable to be hauled over the coals. The Com- 
missioner insists that the new pavements shall 
have at least a sound, if not a permanent, 
foundation. 

THe Law Department has sent an opinion to 


the Chairman vf the Health Committee on the 
subject of a morgue. It states that it is tne 


. legal right of both city aud count} to maintain a 


morrue, but it is not necessat for both to do so 
iu tact it would save complications, and con- 
duce to eflicient management for only one to 
have a place for recciving the remains of the un- 
known dead. Ihe cost would not be great, and it is 
recommeuded that the city proceed to build a 
suitable piace. Inthe mcantime, the city could 
accept the offer of Mr. Liton of the use of his 
private morgue until the city had finished the 
new one. 


SUNDAY a case of alleged Asiatie cholera was 
reported as existing on West Indiana street. Dr. 
De Wolt, the City Health Commissioner, was 
promptly summoned by ihe attending physician, 
and he investigated the case. Dr. De Wolt is an 
authority on cholera, having studied the disease 
on the East coast of Alrica, and baving passed 
through two epidemics. He says the reported 
case was clearly one of whisky and watermelons. 
There can be no Asiatic chuiera in this country 
unless it is imported. Now and then a case of 
sporadic cholera may be reported, but itis no 
more serious or dangerous than cholera morbus.

OPENING BRIDGES. 

Ald. Bond, whois the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Rallroads, and who is a practical man, 
bas been studying out the bridge problem, He 
says that in Cleveland bridges 225 fleet long and 
wide enough for two street-railway tracks are 
turned by small steam-engines in fifteen sec- 
onds so that boats can pass. This allows boats 
to come within about five feet of tne centre of 
of the bridge betiore it is placed on the turn. In 
Chicago two men do the work in from three and 
a haif to six minutes. When a bridge-tender 
sees a vessel approach a bridge next to his be 
rings the bell and generally opeus his bridge be- 
fore the boat has passed through the other draw. 
The result is an unnecessarily long delay, which 
could easily be obviated. Bond would place a 
“pony” eight-horse-power engine at the 
abutments of the bridges, which would save 
people from five to six hours a day at each 
crossing. Besides, instead of keeping bridges 
open ten minutes ata stretch toallow a num- 
ber of vessels to pass, the bridges could be 
cloSed and opened between each, and thus ac- 
commodate thousands of people at all hours of 
the day. So far as the present whistles used by 
steamboats are concerned, under the new ordi- 
nance, Ald. Bond says that they work well 
enough on tugs, which carry ninety pounds of 
steam at all times, but on propellers they are 
useless, as the latter come up the river with but 
thirty pounds of steam, which does not give suf- 
ficient force to blow the whistles loud enough 
so that the bridgetenders can hear them.

THE PRICE OF BREAD. 

DEALERS THREATENING A RISE ON ALL GRADES. 

In order to ascertain to just what extent the 
bread trade is unsettled, a TRIBUNE reporter 
called upon a number of the principal bakers 
yesterday afternoon. A leading wholesale man- 
ufacturer stated that about a week ago the price 
of Vienna bread was advanced one cent, and 
now retailed for eight cents. Vienna bread was 
to be ranked among the luxuries and command- 
ed a good price on account of the extra cost in 
its manufacture. The bulk of the bread made 
retails at seven cents, though there are grades 
retailing as low as tive cents. There ought to be 
araise of a cent a loaf, it was claimed, since 
flour was $1 a barrel higher than it was six weeks 
agu, labor had advanced, and yeast had nearly 
doubled in cost. The dealer stated that he 
baked from 8,000 to 10,000 loaves a night, and the 
advance of a cent a loaf was au absolute neces- 
sity, as the present prices barely covered cost. 
It was his opinion that, it the bakers did not get 
the advance, they would either have to go out 
of the business or 

CUT DOWN THE WEIGHT OF THE LOAF. 

Another mauufacturer said he handled two 
grades, milk and common bread. Milk bread 
retailed tor seven cents, and there was no dis- 
position to advance the price of that grade at 
present, as the flour used inits manufacture 
had not increased in price. Common bread 
is now selling tor five cents, but, as the 
flour used in its production fad advanced from 
$1 to $1.50 per barrel, the bakers generally 
thought they ought to get a cent more on the 
loaf. ‘The reporter inquired as to whether the 
bakers would be likely to reduce the size of 
their loaves in case they could not get an in- 
crease of price, and was toh that there was a 
city ordinance fixing the standard weight at six- 
teen ounces, but that it was not enforced. 

Look here.“ said the baker. I Will weich a 
few loaves just to show you that they are not 
shortweight." Whereupon he took several 
loaves from his stock, and, placing them in the 
scales the reporter saw that they tipped the 
beam at sixteen and a balf and seventeen 
ounces, this show.ng that they were not only up 
to the standard, but were actually over weight. 

“ I could refer vou, it I chose, said the baker, 
“to anumber of small manufacturers, whose 
bread is slways under weight, and if the city 
officials would take the trouble to inquire into 
the matter, they would find that the loaves 
turued out by the men referred to do not aver- 
age more than fourteen ounces. This shortage

FISH INSPECTION. 
~ Ald, Wickersham handed in the following 
Petition. which was signed by ail the fish deai- 
ers, and it was refcrred to the Finance Commit- 
tee: a 

We, the whndersigned petitioners, wholesale 
dealers in salt fish, desire to represent to your 
honorable body the following facts referring to 
the appointment of an Inspector of Fish which 
bas lately been made under the provisious of 
the Revised Statutes: 

First. The oflice is a sinecure as applied to 
salt fish,and a tax upon the dealers and public 
generally, and for which no benetit is derived 
by them. This was so apparent to the members 
of the Council of 1877 that they refusedto ap- 
point an Inspector, and the ollice has since ro- 
mained vacant. 

Secondly, an attempt to carry out the law as at 
present constituted would drive the business 
trom Chicago to other competing points. 

Thirdly, there is no necessity for any official 
inspection or city inspection, as the goods are 
nil sold in the country and weights and quality 
jruarauteed by the shippers. 

Lastly, your petitioners respectfully request 
that your honorable body will suspend action on 
the approval of the bund of the Fish Inspector 
and refer the matter to a committee to examine 
nto the necessity ot such an olficial. 

It was referred to the Committce on Finance, 
as was an order of Aid. Burley repealing the or- 
dinance in relation to the inspection of fish. 

Ald. Hildreth presented the bond of J. H. Mil- 
ler, Fish Inspector. It was in the sum of $5,000, 
with Henry Ackhoff and Courad L. Niehof as 
snreties.

STATE STREET. 

At this point a delegation of State street prop- 
erty-owners and residents entered the Council 
chamber, and Ald. Wickersham asked that they 
be allowed to present to the Cougcil their griev- 
uncesin regard to the present blockading of 
State street. a 

Ald. Everett was opposed to allowing citizens 
to take up the time of the Council. Let them 
be heard through some Alderman. 

Ald. Dixon said it was customagy to allow such 
delegations the courtesy of a hearing. 

Aid. Barrett moved tha tpe ,Committee be 
beard. 

Ald. Young said he would vote that the Com- 
mittee be beard, because Ald. Everett voted for 
the cabie ordinance after it bad only been eight 
or ten days before the Council. 

Tho Visiting Committee loudly applauded this 
and were rebuked by the presiding officer. 

Ald. Everett defended his course in voting for 
the cable ordinance, and said the Aldermen 
from the First Ward were perfectly capabie of 
presenting the grievances of their constituents. 
Hie was opposed to the introduction of commit- 
tees of. citizens into the Council, although he 
s)mpathized with the State street residents. 

Ald. Hildreth said the right of petition was 
recognized by every legislative body, but such 
petitions must be presented through the proper 
chanvels,—that is, through members of such 
bodies. . 

Ald. Shorey thoucht the shortest way of dis- 
posing of the subject was to hear from the Com- 
iInittee. 

Ald. Lawler raised the point of order that the 
objection of one member should prevent the ad- 
mittance of any outsiders. 

The Chair decided that it would require a sus- 
pension of the rules to break in upon the regu- 
lar order, and a two-thirds vote would be needed 
in this case. 

Ald. Burley said there was no rule to suspend. 
The rules were made to govern the Council only, 
and not its relations with outsiders. 

Aid. Wickersbam’s motion was iost,—yeas 19, 
nays 12,—as follows:

Ald. Cullerton expressly stating that the “ rep- 
resentative’ meant an Alderman. The end of 
the fight was that Ald. Wickersham was allowed 
to do the talking, with John Forsythe äs 
prompter. 

Ald. Smyth said it would be better to hear Mr. 
Forsythe at first hand. He was opposed, as a 
general thing, to committees coming upon the 
iioor of the Councit, but iu this case an emer- 
gency existed. 

Ald. Burley asked what had become of his 
motion. 

The Chair said it was out of order. 

Ald. Wiekersham, backed by Mr. Forsythe, 
said it was impossible for fire-engines to get 
along State street. 

Aid. Cullerton, amid much confusion, intro- 
duced the following: 

Riesolved, That the Mayor be and he is bereby 
instructed to strictly enfore the law as to the 
ordinance relating to the running of street-cars 
on State street. 

Objection was made, and the Chair ruled the 
resolution out of order. ä 

Ald. Wickersham, resuming bis speech, said 
the State street people thought there was much 
unnecessary delay in laying the cable on State 
street. The residents on that street thought the 
street-railroad company might be compelled to 
confine their operations to one or two blocks at 
a time. 

Ald. Cullerton moved tho passage of his reso- 
lution, and also moved that some member of 
the Committee be heard on the question. 

Ald. Meier offered as asubstitute an ordinance 
providing that street-railroad companies when 
building or repairing their tracks should not be 
allowed to build or repair more than 400 feet at 
one time. 

The Chair ruled this out as not germane to the 
question. 

In response to a suggestion from Ald. Burley, 
that the Mayor and Commissioner of Public 
Works could attend to the matter quicker than 
anybody else, Ald. Wickersham said the Com- 
mittee would be satisfied with that disposition 
of the subject. : 

Ald. Dixon said the South Side Company was 
using the whole street, which they clearly had 
not the righttodo. The Mayor and Commis- 
sioner of Public Works had neglected their duty 
in allowing this injustice to the people living on 
State street and citizens generally. 

Ald. Burley renewed bis motion, which was 
accepted by Ald. Cullerton, @ the matter went 
to the Mayor and Commissioner of Public 
Works. 

The Council then adjourned.

the Market, and Advises Every- 
body to Buy Wheat. 


The Board of Trade markets were generally 
rather quiet yesterday, except in wheat, which 
advanced two.cents per bushel for August and 
five-eighths for September. The Eastern and 
British markets were reported stronger, with 
less favorable reports about the French crop, 
but the advance in August wheat was attributed 
chiefly to the operations of the clique who are 
supposed to hold the reins for thai month, and 
they appeared to have decided upon giving tke 
shorts another twist. The advance was fairly 
sustained till near the close of the day, when 
August was quoted at $1.21'4, the opening price 
being $1.21 and the highest $1.22. Considerable 
August wheat was sold early at $121% 
and ‘$1.22, which guve rise to the rumor 
that the clique was unloading, as it 
was not supposed that any large short interest 
would be put out at so late a day. ‘The shorts 
filledin rather freely, but a good large line is 
suid to be out yet, which includes someof the 
strong and stubborn operators, who are disposed 
to fight to the bitter end. Oneof the features 
of the market was the widening of the difference 
between August and September, thé latter being 
at a discount of5to6cents per bushel. Owing 
to the 

POSSIBSLIITY OF A SQUEEZE 
in the next month tuture, outsiders were trad- 
ing inthe longer options, and September was 
quite freely ouered, the better crop reports from 
Northern Minnesota and the news that harvest- 
ing bud begun in the southern part of that State 
favoring the selling side. 

To many lookers-on, bowever, the wheat deal 
appeared to be as much of an enigma as ever. 
While some thought the clique were selling out, 
others failed to see anything to indicate it, 
With Chicago above Milwaukee and other mar- 
kets, and the longer futures at a discount, they 
ask whet the August longs intend to do with all 
their property anyway. A gvod many “felliers” 
were caught on the relative weakness of Sep- 
tember. Several days ago it was predicted that 
September would soon be at a premium over 
next month, and the August shorts are under- 
stood to have hedged by going long on Septem- 
ber. The “spread” yesterday upset their cal- 
culations, and a house on the Open Board—A. J. 
Maber & Co,—was split wide open. The tirm 
was unable to name the extent of its failure 
yesterday. It has stood well, and did a consid- 
erable business. Outside parties estimated the 
loss at something like $1,500. One other failure 
was reported on the Open Board, but tor an in- 
significant umount. 

The firm of Kennett & Co., which succumbed 
last week, was busy yesterday with its uccounts. 
The secured creditors, among them the Board 
of Trade men and the banks, are settled with as 
fast as possible, the marginsand other securities 
put up being sufficient to pay the firm's indebt- 
einess in full. It will take some time to tell 
what the unsecured creditors will get. The tirm 
hopes to make collections that will enable it to 
make a first paymeut of at least 25 per cent 
cash in a short time. 

Baxter & Co. bad nothing more to say, except 
that their indebtedness does net exceed their 
first estimates. They are busy at present 
straightening out matters. 

A CINCINNATI BULL 

Mr. T. B. Handy, of Cincinnati, who is cred- 
ited on the Board of Trade with being the chief 
engineer of the August wheat deal, in an inter- 
view at the Palmer last evening denied the ex- 
istence of a clique, but admitted that he was 
deeply interested in wheat. 

“TL have telt that there is merit in wheat.“ 
said Mr. Handy, and thinkit will sell at $1.40 
per bushel on this year's crop. I expect to take 
all that is tendered me Aug. I. and pay for it. I 
buy it as an ifivestment.”’ 

Do you think wheat will be scarce?’’ 

Igo into it believing the crop is‘ stort. Don’t 
think there will be over 50 per cent of an aver- 
age crop inthe country. Obio, which has been 
counted on to produce from to 90 per cent of 
an average, will have only about 60 per cent at 
the most. There are thousands of acres of wheat 
in the West that will not be cut.“ 

“What do you think of the production 
abroad?!“ 

“That the foreign crop will be short, and that 
the demand from other nations will be as large 
us ever. We will get as much for our wheat as 
we did last year, but with less quantity to sell. 
I should not be surprised to see wheat scil- 
ing at $1.80 and $2 on this year’s crop. 
I do not go intgauythmg to manipulate it, but 
to deal in it on:its merits. I had faith in wheat, 
Run that it was cheap, and bought from 

up. 2 

Do you think the market is largely short for 
August?“ a 

“I think it is 30,000,000 bushels short, with a 
stock of 4,000,009 bushels of the speculative 
grade on hand. It is now shipped out about 
twice as fastas it arrives. Within the past ten 
ten days the shipments have exceeded the re- 
ceipts.“ 

How high a price is August wheat likely to 
reach? 

Think it will sellfat $1.55 and $1.40 per bushel. 
The market is already cornered. The advance 
is entirely on the merits of the case. A man 
with money to stand behind wheat can’t miss it.
